| Dead of Maiimarine S-51 


WIRELESS OPERATOR DIED SITTING AT KEY +) 


Will Be Removed Today 


(By Leased ae to The Constitation end 
he Chicago Tribune.) 


New York, July 8.—Dead men told 
a tale teday—a tale that will be per-. 
petuated in the annals of heroism in 
the United States navy. 

A Aifeless hand outstretched toward 
an open valve the body 
of a wireless operator who died sit- 
ting at his key . .. engine men at 
their posts—these sights furnished 
divers with a faint idea of how the 
ill-fated submersible’s men responded 
in an emergency on the night last 
September when the Savannah liner, 
City of Rome, rammed and sank the 
submarine S-51. 

The tale was told in a 600-foot dry 
dock in the Brooklyn navy yard 
where the submarine was berthed to- 
day after nine months of .work that 
set a new record in deep-sea salvage. 

Those bodies of the crew, officers 


and men who are still on the ill-fated 
yessel lay one last night in their steel 
tomb. It was thought, when the sub- 


marine was towed inte the dock he: 
last night that the water could be 


drained today and the bodies removed 
before nightfall. Engineering compli- 
cations arose, however, and work was 
halted at 5 o'clock with the water 
only partly pumped from the dock. 

Removal of the bodies will take 
place tomorrow. 

Because of their condition after 
months of submersion, they may be 
removed while the 8-51 is still under 
water in order that draining the ves- 
sel may not damage them. 

The 8-51 was a grim object of trag- 
edy this afternoon as she lay with 
her deck awash and her battered su- 
perstructure, conning tower and 5- 
inch gun above water. 

As soon as she was pulled into 
the dry dock last night by 200 men 
and before work began an impres- 
sive ceremony was held over the 


bodies of her victims. While a ma- 
rine bugler blew taps, James Frazer 
and Francis Smith, torpedo men 
with the salvage crew that worked off 
Block island, hoisted the colora to a

Sonner, a 2i-year-old youth, is 
in a local hospital suffering from 
gunshot wounds received last night 
on the Green River Cove road when 
Miss Jean Bfaswell,.17-year-old so- 
ciety girl of Tryon and Charlotte, was 
shot in the head and killed. 

Following a thorough investigation 
ot the shooting last night, officers to- 
night declared that the shooting was 
done by Sonners and not by another 
man, as the injured man stated last 
night when found by Moses and Clar- 
ence Bradley, who live near the scene 
of the tragedy. Jealousy was ascribed 
by the officers as the motive for the 
killing of the young girl and the shoot- 
ing of Sonner. 

Dr. EB. M. Salley, of Saluda, and 
other physicians who attended Son- 
ner, expressed the opinion that Son- 
ner’s wounds were self-inflicted as 
pewder burns were on vis clothing 
and the bullets. ranged in such direc- 
tions to lead them to believe that they 
were fired from a pistol held in the 
right hand. Sonner tonight was not 
expected to live. 

Searchers vy oo located a .o2- 
calibre’ pistol, in the magazine of 
which were three empty cartridges. 
The weapon was identified by friends 
ax belonging to Sonner. The pistol 
was found about 50 yards from the 
scene of the shooting and about 12 
feet off the road. icers, took the- 
pistol and sent it to Spartanburg 
so iy finger-print records will 
made.

BONDS OF FRANCE 
‘TOBE PROTECTED, 


ASSERTS MELLON} 


Secretary of Treasury 
Declares There Is No 
Possibility of Dumping 
Securities in Market. 


BY RAYMOND CLAPPER. 

Washington, July 8.—Though not 
in the form desired by the French 
government, assurances have been 
given by ‘Secretary ‘of the -Treasury 
Meflén that there is no possibility of 
this government dumping into the 
open market any of the billions in 
foreign government bonds obtained by 
the United States through the debt 
funding agreements. 

As there are $11,000,000,000 of 
these bonds, including the $4,000,000,- 
000 provided for in the French agree- 
ment which is not yet ratified, ‘it 
would be possible for the United 
States to upset the financial equilib- 
rium of a debtor nation by any sud- 
den attempt to market its securities 
held here. ? 

France Alone in Objecting. 
This provision for marketing of the 


bonds by the United States is con- 
trined in all of the  debt-funding 
agreements that have been made with 
Kuropean nations and France is the 
only one to raise public objection to 
it. The French fear that Germany 
might buy up the bonds and present 
rae for collection at an unfortunate 
ime 

Efforts recently were made by the 
I'rench government to obtain revision 
of the debt fund agreement so that 
chi apes _— eliminated. That 
ailing, orm assurances were 
sofight. These were denied also, but 
today Secretary of the Treasury Mel- 
lon made an informal explanation 
Le aoc the press that may serve the 
, Officials explained that France is 
protected by economic consicerations. 
Lhe bonds could not be sold at par 
and the United States would have to 
take a loss. There would be no ne- 
cessity for such a sale unless this 
country were in grave financial diffi- 
culties,

Washington, July 8.—Action an- 
ticipated when Elmer E. Crowley suc- 
ceeded Leigh C. Palmer as president 
of the Emergency Fleet corporation 
materialized today when the shipping 
board, by a rote of 4 to 2, removed 
Crowley from office and appointeJ 
Brigadier General A. G. Dalton, as 
sistant quartermaster general of the | 
United States army, as his successor. 

General Dalton took the oath of of- 
fice late today. and will assume the 
duties of president of the fleet - cor- 
poration tomorrow. Officials of the 
board said changes in personnel of rhe 
fleet corporation, if any, would be 
made by the new president. Many 
subordinate officials were wondering 
tonight what effect the change wouiu 
have on their positions. 

* O’Connor Asks Acceptance. 

Chairman O'Connor moved the ac- 
ceptance of Crowley’s — resignation 
which was submitted to the boaca 
when he was appointed. Tle motion 
was seconded by Commissioner Walsa. 
The “commissioner's. voting for accept- 
ance of the résignation were. O’Con- 
nor, Walsh, Hill and Teller. Commuis- 
sioner Plummer, vice chairman, and 
Commissioner Benson, who voted 
against the removal of Crowley and 
the appointment of Dalton, issued 
statements condemning the action 
taken by the majority of the board. 
Commissioner Myers, the other mem- 
ber of the board, is not in Wash- 
ington, 

At the time Palmer was deposed as 
head of the fleet corporation, and 
Crowley was elected president, com- 
ment was made at the white house 
to the effect that President Coolidge 
regarded the. procedure of the board 
as unusual in that in selecting the 


head of an organization having con- 
trol of so muc government property 
as the fleet corporation, the chief 
executive was not consulted in any 
way. 

Crowle thy appointment followed the 
successful effort of former Commis- 
sioner Haney, of Portland, Ore., now 
democratic candida’: for the senate 
from Oregon, to oust Palmer. The ap- 
agpatagen = of Crowley was made large- 
y on recommendation of Commission- 
er Plummer who has long regarded 
Crowley as oue of the ablest shipping 
men in the United States.

Railroads Attack 
Florida Request 
For Lower Rates 


Norfolk, Va., July 8.—(#)—Alleged 
unfairness of Florida shippers in 
asking a blanket reduction of freight 
rates, and the alleged unfairness of 
their request that vegetables and fruit 
shipments be charged for at the rate 
of 50 pounds per package, together 
with the impracticability of establish- 
ing a weight package rate, formed 
the basis of testimony today by repre- 
sentatives of the railroads, on the sec- 


ond day ofthe hearing before Attor- 


ney-Examiner F.. C. Hillyer, of the 


interstate commerce commission, at 
Virginia Beach on the petition of 
Florida fruit and vegetable growers 
for lower freight rates. 

. Jd Doss, general freight agent 
for the Atlantic Coast Line railroad, 
continued his testimony, commenced 
yesterday, when he testified that rates 
on perishables from California were 
much higher than the proposed rates 
from Florida. He also presented ex- 
hibits, which compared costs of ship- 
ping perishables, with costs of ship- 
ping other products. The exhibits, 
he explained, showed that perishables 
were now being shipped cheaper than 
most other products. 

Package Rate Change. 

He also endeavored to show the un- 
fairness of changing the present nack- 
age rate, which quotes. distinct 
charges on certain kinds of vegetables, 
to a rate based on 50 pounds per 
package. By charging at the rate of 
50 pounds per package, the shippers 
contend on such commodities as let- 
tuce and beans weighing under 50 
pounds and other commodities weigh- 
ing more than 50 pounds, the weight 
would be equalized, giving the rail- 
roads full payment for transportation 
of packages in this class. Mr. Doss 
in referring to this contention, de- 
clared that more vegetable packages 
weighed over 50 pounds than weighed 
under that figure consequently the 
railroads would be deprived of a cer- 
tain amount of the revenue due them. 

He also testified that in the event 
the railroads should adopt the weight 
package system, putting it on a 50- 
pound basis, shippers of the lighter 
vegetables would demand new rates 
that would apply to their particular 
commodity, inasmuch as they would 
resent paying a portion of the freight 
for the shippers of heavier vegetables. 

The testimony of Mr. Doss was 
followed by that of J. H. Ketner, gen- 
eral freight agent of the-Seaboard Air 
Line railway, who substantiated the 
testimony of the former. Both were 
subjected to a minute cross examina- 
tion by Examiner Hillyer and C. R. 
Marshall, attorney for the shippers. 

The last witness for the day was 
F, W. Kirtland, freight traffie man- 
ager of the Florida East Coast. rail- 


way. 
Unfairness Charged.

Potash Deposits 
May Be Found 
In Texas Fields 


Washington, July 8.—()—On the 
heels of a statement today by Julius 
Klein, director of the bureau of do- 
mestic and foreign commerce, that the 
Franco-German potash syndicate was 
regarded here as a monopoly, despite 
contentions to the contrary of its sales 
agency in this country, announcement 
was made at the commerce department 
that an official of the bureau of mines 
would Jeave shortly for Texas to talk 
over with state officials plans for 
exploring potash deposits there. 

The department has an appropria- 
tion of $100,000 to carry on the in 
vestigation in Texas, and in view of 
the benefit to Texas from any exien- 
sive operations for potash recovers 
there were indications that some help 
might be sought of the state in car- 
rying on the work. 

The geological survey will decide 
where the borings are to be made and 
the bureau of mines will supervise 
the drilling operations. 

Approximately 90 per cent of the 
potash consumed in this country last 
year was imported from fields con:

Officials have been oytspo- 
ken in their denunciation of practices 
tending to monopolize the production 
and sale of raw products essential 
to this country’s needs, and they in- 
tend to do their utmost to develup 
production in this country and ats 
possessions.

Boyhood Friend 
Garrotes Slayer 
In Cuban Prison 


Santiago de Cuba, July 8.—(4)—The 
death penalty in Cuba was revived 
after a lapse of 20 years when early 
today Salvador Aguilera was gar- 
1oted for the murder of his aunt, 
Caridad Suarez, in Sagua de Tanamo. 

At the last Aguilera became hys- 
terical and was given restoratives; he 
then walked unassisted from the death 
cell to the garrote, accompanied by 
guards and his’ spiritual ‘adviser, 
Father Feido. 


Arms and Legs Tied. 


The condemned man’s arms and 
legs were tied by the official execu- 
tioner, Paula Romero and his as- 
sistant, Frank Davis, a Savannah 
(Ga.). negro veteran of the San Juan 
Hill battle in 1898, serving a two- 
year sentence for robbery. 

Romero and Aguilera were boyhood 
friends in Sagua de Tanamo and later 
served in the army together. They 
Lad not met, however, since the ex- 
ecutioner was given a long sentence 
for homicide about six vears azo. 

Aguilera yesterday expressed dis- 
approval of Davis’ action in volun- 
teering to act as assistant execulion- 
er, the two having been confined in 
the same jail over a year. 

As the garrote was placed about 
his neck Aguilera said: 

“He who goes to death at this mo- 
ment is not a criminal. He is Citizen 
Salvador Aguilera, innocent of the 
crime for which he has been con- 
demned.’’ 

Asks for Par.<.n: 

Romero signalled to the official wit- 
nesses and the condemned man’s spir- 
itual adviser, the only persons who 
actually saw the execution, that all 
preparations had teen made. The ex- 
ecutioner then leaned over Aguilera’s 
shoulder and asked: 

“Dost thon pardon me?” 

The condemned man with a slight 
smile on his lips, replied in a low, 
clear voice: “I pardon thee and may 
God also pardon thee.” 

The executioner pressed the lever 
of the garrote, and shortly the attend- 
ing physicians pronounced life extinct. 

Romero was on the verge of hys- 
terics immediately after the execution. 
but Davis was unaffected. The prison 
sentences of both will be shortened as 
a reward. 

The body of Aguilera was left in 
the garrote for the customary four 
hours and buried this afternoon by his 
father and mother. Romero had made 
the coffin.

10 WHITTEMORE 


Baltimore, Md., July 8.— (United 
News.)—Richard Reese Whittemore 
must hang. 

The court of appeals in special 
session late taday denied the notorious 


bandit’s appeal from the sentence im- 
posed upon him for the murder of 
Robert H. Holtman, a penitentiary 
guard. 

Formal notice of the court’s action 
will be sent to Governor Ritchie, 
probably tomorrow, and the date for 
the execution then will be set. 

Whittemore will be ths first white 
man hanged in Baltimore in 22 years. 
The gallows will bring to a close a 
comparatively brief but fiery career 
of banditry, the spectacular portion of 
which commenced when. he escaped 
from Maryland penitentiary, after fa- 
tally wounding Holtman, 16 months 
ago. At the head of a ring dubbed 
the “million dolla: crime trust,” he 
with the Kraemer brothers, Leon and 
Jacob, Anthony ‘F.uladino, Milton 
“Shiffles’ Goldberg, “Willie” Unkel- 
bach and others, engaged in a series 
of robberies which, when the gang was 
broken up in New York last March, 
had netted its members almost a mil- 
lion dollars in loot. 

The Kraemers, Paladino, Goldberg, 
and Unkelbach have been sentenced in 
New York for their parts in the crimi- 
nal organization. 

A jury at Buffalo, N. Y., failed to 
agree on Whittemore’s guilt in con- 
nection with the slaying of a bank 
messenger during a $93,000 holdup 
there, and he was returned to Balti- 
more, where State’s Attorney Herbert 
R. O'Connor promised a “‘perfect hang- 
ing case.”

MARKET ACTIVE

New Orleans, July 8.—(#)—The 
cotton market was quite active today 
and the general trend of prices was 
upward during the greater part of the 
session, such reactions as occurred 
from time to time being due mainly 
to realizing by earlier buyers and 
more or less profit taking by scalpers. 
The advance was due mainly to the 
continued showery weather in the cot- 
ton region and the many reports drift- 
ing in as to damage by the cotton 
hopper and increasing activity of boll 
weevils.

The Day in Finance 


Working on the Theory That 
U. S. Steel Will Declare Only 
Regular $7 Dividend, Traders 
Raid Steel Common and Gen- 
eral Motors for Profits. 


New York, July 8—Professional 
traders raided steel common end Gen- 
eral Motors again today at the open- 
ing on the theory that after the rapid 
advance in prices since the close of 
May a technical reaction 1s overdue, 

From the viewpoint of competent, 
disinterested, sideline observers it ap- 
pears that the stock market has run 


ahead of its schedule. After import- 
ing banking interests checked the de- 
cline’ and, turned the stock market 
around late in April, turning prices 
upward, the market was taken in hand 
by three very large operators with 
many followers. These follow: 
bought steel common and Genera! 
Motors in large blocks. With the 
early spring, pessimism regarding the 
general trade outlook proved by = sub- 
sequent developments to be unwar- 
ranted, and it was easy for the three 
large operators to start prices ad- 
vancing’ rapidly. In fact, it was too 
easy. Hence, the conclusion reached 
by professional traders that a _ tech- 
nical reaction is overdue. 


Steel commor and General Motors 
were advanced on heavy huying by 
the three large operators and their 
camp followers and on buying by the 
outside public on rumors of extra divi- 
dends. For several days it was widely 
reported that General Motors di- 
rectors would meet today. Early in 
the week it was learned no meeting 
is scheduled until August 8&8. 

The conclusion has also been gradu- 
ally forming that the steel directors 
will declare only the regular dividends 
at the quarterly meeting to-be held 
July 27. This led the three large op- 
erators and their camp-followers to 
the conclusion that it was time to take 
profits in steel common and General 
Motors with the idea of buying these 
stocks back after a technical reaction. 

Huge Steel Surplus. 

In the best informed Wal] street 
quarters, from the time steel common 
began to advance late in May, rumors 
that something more was coming than 
the regular $7¢ dividend, it has never 
been thought the directors of the steel 
corporation would take any action to 
distribute part of the large accumulated 


surplus at the regular quarterly meet- 
ing to be held on July 27. In such 


quarters, it is doubted whether such 
action will be taken even at the quar- 
terly meeting to be held October 26. 
That would be before election and the 
plan of those who turned the stock 


market late in April was to keep the 


price trend upward until after eleetion. 
It is believed, therefore, that nothing 
will be done by the steel corporation 
to distribute part of the large accumu- 
lated surplus until late in the year or 
probably early in 1927. 

Chesapeake and Ohio, Erie and oth- 
er Van Sweringen rails were strong 
or rumors that the Van Sweringens 
are making progress with the Nickel 
Plate merger plans and are in close 
touch with the interstate commerce 
commission in taking each new step. 
A steadily increasing amount of the 
sccumulated wealth of this country 1s

half of this year $432,000,000, Over 
$4,000,000,000 foreign securities have 
been purchased by our investors slice 
the beginning of 1921. 

There are a great many people trad- 
ing in the stock market who think 
of themselves as investors, whereas 
they really are speculators. Recent- 
lyr there has been heavy trading by 
the big outside public in low-priced 
automobile common stocks. If ithe 
buyers of these stocks had been seek- 
ing investment instead of speculation 
more attention would have been paid 
to the preferred ‘stocks of these com 
panies.
